wheat. They can be seeded 
later, after the weeds liave 
been worked down, and they 
geminate a)nd emerge faster, 
and with more vigor than other 
cereals. Still a further advan¬ 
tage of barley is that the straw 
of the smooth awnied or awnless 
varieties is superior as a feed 
to any other straw. 

Then the question of the 
fE':d value arises. There are 
farmers who say they are af¬ 
raid to use wheat; that it is too 
hot. Other claim wheat to give 
superior results to any other 
feed. Tests performed under 
controlled conditions at the Un¬ 
iversity of Alberta lend some 
lighl on this matter. Groups 
of pigs were fed on heavy bar 
ley rations, and comparative 
groups on heavy wheat rations. 

Both feeds gave good results. 

The pigs fed o n barley gained 
a lit/ le faster than those on 
wheat. The pigs fed on wheat 
(low grade feed wheat) made 
a little cheaper gain than those 
fed barley. There was no signif 
icant difference in the carcass 
grading.
